Here the Hill City Cadete, of Rome, command:

The tcene was beantiful and inspiring. 
Frem the head of the columu of confederate 
veterans, who occupied a position jast 
above the monument, one could 
look down the. street and behold 
the different companies standing erect in 
their flashing uniforms, while martial music 
floatcad upon the air. Thousanis of people 
who had thrernged the streets along the line 
cf march hed followed the parade to the 
monnment, end now crowded every foot of 
available space. The scene resembled that 
which pictured itself upon the same street 
nyon the occasion of ox-President Jefferson 
Davis's visit to the city and the unveiling of 
the Hill monument. 

Five minutes after the halt was ordered, 
the bugler of the Horse Guard sounded his 
trumpet, and awey dashed that gallant com- 
mand doven the street. Halting in front of 
Mrs. Gordon’s residence, they awaited the ap- 
pearance of Governor Gordon. Without a 
‘moment’s delay he came out, accompanied by 
Eenator James 8. James and Representative 
W. ©. Glenn, chairmen of the inaugural com- 
mittee of the general assembly. 

CBFEES GREETED GOVEENOR GORDON 
as he took his seat in the carriage awaiting 
him, Thecarriage, upon the box of which 
eat Confederate Veteran Brady, of Miller & 
Brady, was draws by four magnificent white 
horses. Nocity ever turned _out*a hand- 
somer equipage. 

Preceded by the Horse Guard, Governor 
Gordon wat driven to the monument. Here 
the mllitary again formed ina line, in the same 
order maintained in marching out. The car- 
riage containing Governor Gordon followed 
the Horse Guard, and immediajely in rear 
were the confederate veterans.

At five minutes after 12 Captain Wilson, the 
deorkeeper, announced in a lond voice: 

Mr. President--The joint committee and the 
gailent general, John 8B. Gordon, governor elect, 
await the pleasure of the general assembly. 

President Davidson answered: 

Let the jointcommittee apd the governor elect be 
& im itted. 

General Gordon entered with Sonator 
James. Governor McDaniel came next with 
Mr. Glenn, of Whitfield, Senator Butt es- 
corted ex-President Hayes. Mr, Francis Way- 
jand and Mr. Morgan Rawls came next. They 
were followed by Chief Justice James Jacksoa 
and the venerable secretary of state Hon. N. 
C. Barnett, Hon. Clifford Anderson and Hon 
R. U. Hardeman came next. Comptroller 
General Wright and Congressman Blount 
came next. Senator Brown and Senator Col- 
quitt entered together and were followed by 
the other distinguished gentlemen as arranged 
by the programme. 

Rey. John Jones, chaplain of the senate, 
offered the following fervent prayer: 

Almighty God our Heavenly Father! We be- 
lieve that thou art, and that thou art the rewarder 
ofall who diligently seek thee. a favor is life, 
arid thy loving kindness better than life: therefore 
will we diligentiy seek thee in secret, at the fami. 
ly altar, and in the public congregation. And now 
inthis assembly of the state representing our en- 
tir@ commonwealth, we would humbly approach 
thee es with one heartand one voice. 

We first present unto thee our tribute of praise 
and thanksgiving for thy unnumbered mercies to 
our broad lance throughout these United States; 
to our Own state in granting toher citizens during 
the present year unusual social religious, sanitary, 
comme and agricultural prosperity. We be- 
seech theeto forgive allof our transzressions— 
personal, social, and political—for the sake of Him 
who suffered and died that we might live. O thou 
Son of God, the hope of Israel the Sa 
vior thereof in the time of trouble, be 
not unto us asa wayfaring man that patsoth 
by and tarrie'h only fora night, but dwell in our 
hearts, our homes, our whole land. Aud now, 
A'mighty God, Father, Son and Holy Ghost, we 
earnestly beseech Thy blessing onthe aopo'nt: 
ments and exercises of this occasion, We have 
assembled to begin another chapterin the histor 
of our state, to transfer the responsibilities of ad- 
ministration to new hands. We pray first to be- 
stow Thy biessings upon our retiring chief magis- 
trate. He carries with him the gratitude and 
unwavering coufidence of this entire people; may 
he now hear Thy gentie yoice whisveringin his 
covrci« nce tr ose golden words, ‘Well done, g 
and faithful tervant.”’ 

We now invoke Thy special favor upon Thy elect 
servant the chosen rulerof our great common- 
wealtb, In all his ways, may he oennerecgs 
Thee, that Thou mayest direct his paths; may he 
continually seek the wisdom that cometh from 
above which is first pure, and then peaceable, full 
ofmercy and good fruits, without partiality and 
without hypocrisy. Deliver him from the fear of 
man which worketha snare, and give him the 
spirit of power, of love, and of asound mind, May 
he continually cherish a remembrance of his re- 
spontibility toGod. May he fully comprehend the 
grave responsibilities of his station and discharge 
sllof itsduties with unwavering fidelityto God 
apd man. May heenjoy the favor of the people 
and the honest co-operation of his immediate co- 
workers, And will Thou crown his official service 
with happy success. Comfort his heart because of 
past and present bereavements and enable him to 
cast his sorrows upon the Man of Sorrows. 

And finally,' when the shadowsof death shail 
acer upon his path and heart and all flesh shall 

ail, may he be enabled tosay, ‘ I know that my 
Redeemer liveth; Iam willing to depart aud be 
witb Jesus.” -

THE INAUGUBAL ADDEBESS, 

At the conclusion of Chaplain Jonea’s prayor 
Presicent Davidson said: 

We have assembled for the purposeof ina igu- 
rat ng the governor-electof the state of Georyis. 
and lnow havethe pleasnre and the honor of 
presenting him. the Hon. John B. Gordon, of the 
county of DeKalb.

He said: 

Centiemen of the General Assembly, Friends and 
Fellow Citizens: The constitution of Georgia right: 
fully declares that ‘public officers are the trustees 
and servants of the people.’’ 
ripened into an unwritten law, requiresa brief 
address from me, asoneof these servants at the 
inauguration of this new administration. Called 
by the people to act as chief executive of this state 
for the two ensuing years, I submit some thouchts 
which seem to mewortby the most serious con- 
eideration. 

the discussion will be confined) mainly to one 
suggestion, both {becauseof its pertinence and its 
commanding importance. Thatsuggestion is this: 
The time hes come infour progress as a nation when 
greater interest should be felt in public affairs, and 
when the larger share of that interest shouldbe cen- 
tered in the state governments, My belief is that 
in the not remote future there are grave problems 
confronting us which will subject to the severest 
te at our American tem. My  ob- 
iect will be to point out some of these dangers and 
to suggest that our greatest safety lies in the earn- 
est support and upbulilding of our state governments. 

In the early history of the republic, federal aud 
not state government was necessarily the object of 
supreme popular concern. At that period the 
question was ove of national existence. The fed- 
eral goverhment at that time required the best 
rervices which the combived statesmanship of the 
country could furnish m order to insure ol: sta- 
bility as au independent nation. Atthat time the 
federal goverament needed to be strengthened in 
the affections and esteem of the American ple 
as wellasin the confidence and respect of other 
nations. Atthattime the federal government re- 
quired the command of the country’s resources— 
its mind and muscle, itseommerce and its reve- 
nues. Atthattime a liberal construction of all 
delegated powers was essential in order to make 
ihe federal government what Jefferson termod it, 
“The sheet anchor of our peace at home aud safety 
abroad.” But happily there is no longer any 
room for concern as to the stability and power of 
that government. Our independence as Aa 
nation has become so securely established that 
with a permanent union between the states and 
a general concord among the people, ail the com- 
bined powers of the earth coul senocly coment

with-thelr varied theories. Great social, economie 
and Class problems, which even now fill with 
av Xi0ug forebodings {the patriotic and thoughtful 
mind of the country, will press for solution with 
eee neat 

eke Gangers, I repeat,{are not remote. Already 
moving in the womb of our immediate future are 
giant problems struggling for birth and throbbing 
with a life and yigor prophetit of impending peril. 
Already has this young republic, strete her 
maternal arms to weleome the oppressed ot every 
nation, found clasped to her bosom that soclalistie 
spirit which has cursed other nations with discord, 
bloodshed and fire. Already can we lay our fiugers 
upon the pulse of the oun len century and feel the 
swelling current rushing through its distended 
veins and gathering momentum with each passin 
decade. Into that century’s life is to be gathered 
in g! a woe @ of — two 
millions people repre- 
felting all the races, all the colors, ali rhe 
zones, all the counter currents of thought and con- 
flictir g creeds, interests, purposes and theories of 
government. 

It is neither patriotic nor prudent to ignore these 
future Gapgers and trust to temporary devices 
when theo ae are upon us. The wise 
man seeth the evil and provideth esgainstit. Pre- 
science and prudence are potent factors in secur- 
ing success in the ordinary affairs of life. They 
are rudimental in that most difficult of human 
undertakings—the science of free government. 

It is but natural, therefore, that thoughtful men 
should be profoundly concerned about the future 
of this republic, Perhaps it is also natural that 
some minds d turn to the strong arm of fed- 
eral power for protection against these contemplat- 
ed dangers. And if the problem were narrowed to 
the simple duty of enforcing the public peace, pro- 
tecting private property and preserving the nation- 
al life—the ready solution would be found in a 
vigorous, consolidated, central administration. It 
would, perhaps, Pp u6©alhlCltask «€COf€)6=€6easy = ac- 
comphehment should the people consent 
thereto to govern this country for 
one hundred or two hundred years to come, ag 
soaieee goverus Ireland or Russia governs Pos 
Land. 

Bot ‘het is not the problem beforé us. In our 
eticet preverve peace, property, amd national 
life, are also involved the integrity of states, the 
life of the republic,and the existence of citizen frae- 
dom, The work before us in the future is the most 
stupendous task ever imposed upon the statesman- 
ship of any age. It is to save liberty and 
yet govern a country with hundred 
millions of people; rit its vast 
area; with its varied and conflicting 
demands; with its capital to protect and its labor 
to encourage: with its socialistic problems to solve, 
and yet to leave its eltizens free: with its gigantic 
corporations and mammoth monopolies measuring 
arms with the people themsel ves—in a word it is to 
survive the certain perils ofthe futnreand stillte 
hive afterthem at ence a united mation and yet a 
republic of states, sovereign in their spheres, inde- 
pendent, equal and free. 

This 1 repeat is the — probiem of our future— 
to secure stability amidst new and great perils and 
yet save liberiy. Two roads are open; one toward. 
centralizetion, the other toward local adjustments 
Which will you take’ The oneor the other will be 
chosen by the peee and must be chosen quickly. 

Let it be again admittedin the argument that 
thepilan of increared central power at 
would give stable government, vigorous sociai in- 
stitutions and public ordor. But let it also be re- 
membered that these are lessthan halfthe biess- 
ings promised by the founders of this republic. 
Stability is easential; but stability through progres: 
sive accretionsto federal power. as exigencies 
erise, must end at last in absoluteism 
or centralization Stabliity thus se 
cured js the dGeath of our duplex system. 
it isthe destruction of staie independence. It is 
the deom of free government in America. There 
is one way, and one way only,to secure in our 
momentona future both stability and liberty. That 
way is to depend,z2s } gee increase,more and more 
upvon the states and te trust more to local adjust- 
yoent. Whatever may have been the wisest policy 
in the past, it is certain, I think, that in the future 
cur grcatest safety, progress, permanence aud free- 
dom lie in the direction of enlarged local adminis- 
tration. The freest government is that whieh is 
most controlled by homogenious communities: and 
the strongest government for a country like ours is 
that which develves upon states the largest 
responsibilities. Aspopulation becomes dense; as 
induatries multiply; as interests confitct; as creeds 
elash and the discord of jarring theories [ncreases 
over this widely extended country, the more and 
more difficult will become the problem of govern- 
meut through central administration at Washing- 
ton; and the greater will be the necessity for en- 
trusting to the states all questions with which they 
may constitntionally deal. . 

Such a@ policy as I have seught toindicate would 
make stronger instead of weaker the general gov- 
ernmentiv the confidence and affections of the 
people.It wonld aid thesolution of problems,which 
the general goverumnent can never solveto the 
satisfaction of communities with conflicting inter- 
ests. It would make secure forever the rights 
of the smaller and weaker states. 
It would make Rhode Island as secure 
es Texas Connecticut as Ohio, Florida as New 
York . 

Nor do the increased duties, which would thus 
devolve upon the local governments tranesend in 
aiiy measure, the magnitude, dignity and impor- 
tance of those already entrusted tothe states There 
isscarcely a rightof person orof property; scarcely a 
rélaiionship to family, church or rete A that is 
pot now defined and protected by state laws and 
state courts. There fs scarcely a baner against 
crime or a law for the defence of home, of repute 
tion, of life or of freedom tnat is not erected or en- 
acted by your state governments. There is searcely 
one of that great body of rights extorte! at Ruane- 
wede or in the “petition of rights” by parame: 
or oue for which Hampden died or Cromwel 
conquered that are pot now recured te the Ameri- 
cau people by their local governments. 

To aid then In preparing the states fur the still 
broader and more yroers duties of the future be- 
comes a commanding obligation upon all patri- 
otic citizens, Yielding to. the eral govern- 
ment the most loyal devotion; earnestly 
Payporting it im all its constitutional rigor a# toe 
‘sl eet anchor’ of peace aud safety.tet Georgians re- 
solve that thie state at least shal! be prepared for 
whetever the future may bave in store for it.

In Which He Attempts to Bronerate the Bxrpress 
Meseerger from Bleme in the Matter— 
Frotheringam Indicted by the Grand 
Jury-Other Items of Intorest, 


Er, Lovis, November 9.—The Globe-Demo- 


crat this morning prints aletter dated St. Joa, 
Mo., October %1, and signed’ Jim Cummings,” 
which purports to give a full history of the robbery 
of the Adams expresscar onthe San Francisso 
railroad onthe nightof October 2th, when be- 
tween $60,000 and $100,000 in currency was takea, 
The letter was received by the editor of the Globe- 
Democrat last Tuesday. It inclosedtwo express 
money evyelopes, from one of which $30,000 had 
been abstracted, and from the other $12,000; also a 
memorandam of the cash of the Continental bank, 
notifying the American national bank of Kansas 
City, that $30,000 was enclosed. The envelopes aad 
memorandum have been fully identified as those 
taken inthe robbery. The writer ofthe letter 
ives as his reason for writiug 
f, that he wants toclear Fotheringham, the ex- 
prees mesenger, from the accusatiou which now 
attaches to him. The letter gives full details of 
the robbery, and asserts that Fotheringham was 
taken compuetely by surprise, and had no particl- 
pation in it except as an unwilling vicum. The 
writer tells Of a previous attempt to rob the car at 
Cuba janction, and details the manner in which 
he avd an accomplice secured the letier-heads, 
cards, e:c., aud secured the signatures of the ex- 
press officials to enable them to forge an order per- 
mitting the robber to ride inthe car with the 
messenger. The letter stated thatthe robbers hada 
boat, which, together witha camping outfit, two 
guns aud a box of provisions, they nad secreted 
pear tbe bridge atSt. Charles, Mo., and alw a 
poczege containing a revolver, which :ad beeu 
efi at the check stand at the unton depot in this 
city on the day ofthe robbery The letter is writ- 
ten in a round back haad, evidentiy di-gised, is 
fairly constructed and generally weil speiled. The 
errors, where they occur, evidentiy being iaten. 
tional, asin the case ofthe misquotation, “honi - 
fait qui holy pepz,”’ with which it conciudes, aad 
the messenger’s name, which appears in every ia- 
stance as ‘ Fartheringham.”’ Then following the 
directions given in the letter, the skiff, guus and 
provisions were readily found bythe detectives, 
as was the package containing the revulver atthe 
ubion depoi check stand. Toe other co: roboratious 
of the letter were numerons, 

Fortheripgbam, in his first statement, said the 
robbe:i had remarked when he took from the 
Messengers pocket the forged letter with which 
he bad gained access tothe eXpress car, that he 
would write a letter to the Globe Democrat vindi- 
Cating the messenger. Ihe letteris in the same 
bandwriting as that receutly sent, with some of 
the stolen unsigned money to Frauk James. 

Notwithstanding alithis, the Geteciives regard 
the letrer as a c.ear bliud, and do notin the least 
abate their vigilant guard over Messenger Foth 
eringham. Indeed, it is stated on pretty good aa- 
thority, that the grand jury in seasioa in tnis city 
 Saeeaggong : found indictments agaiust Fotneriug- 

em, ‘’Jim mings’ and two others. whose 
names were not given, for complicity in the rob- 
bery. The detectivesthink that the robbers, when 
preparing forthe affair, took into consideration 
tbe extraordinary ressure which woula_ be 
brought to bear on the express messenger, and 
that they laid their plans accordingly;

National Banks and the Three Per 
Cent Bonds. 

it is said that some of the national banks, 
especially those in the far west, are of the 
opinion that they can still permit their three 
percent bondsto remain as security for 
their ci:enlation, notwithstanding the fact 
that these bonds have been called. It was 
in reply to the inquiry ofa western bank 
that the recent opinion of Attorney-General 
Garland was given. 

It is true that the bonds deposited by the 
banks with the treasurer of the United 
States to secure circulation cannot be sur- 
rendered by the treasurer in response to a 
call without the consent of those who depos- 
ited them, but it is also true that only inter- 
est-bearing bonds are acceptable under the 
law as security for circulation. Ia one 
clause, the act under whichthe national 
banking system was established, declures 
that interest-bearing registered bonds of the 
United States shall be deposited with the 
treasurer in order that the national banks 
may issue notes; but in the clause which 
specifies the amount of bonds that must be 
deposited the term ‘ interest-bearing”’ is not 
repeated. 

On this account, some of the banks have 
conterded that, by complying with the first 
clause, they can continue to do business af- 
ter their bonds have been called and have 
ceased to be interest-bearing. The recent 
Opinion of the attorney-yveneral, however, 
confirms the rulings of the department, 
which has held that the law requires all 
bonds kept on deposit by the national banks 
to be interest-bearing bonds. Under’ this 
rulingthe banks cannot longer do business 
on the three per cent bonds. 

Comptroller of the Currency Trenholm 
says that three-fourths of the three per cent 
bonds called for redemption during the past 
three or four months are held in trast by the 
treasurer for national banks. There are 
seventy millions of three per cent bonds 
still outstanding, and about sixty-five mil- 
lions of these are held for the national banks. 
The national bank circulation has decreased 
about $25,000,000 during the past year, and 
Mr. Trenholm says that this decrease has 
been chiefly brought about by the redemp- 
tion of three per cent bonds, and the 
failure of the banksto replace them with 
other available interest-bearing bonds. 

It will thus be seen that ifthe redemp- 
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the only way to get rid of him, In the case 
of an ordinary man a defeat shuts him up or 
pushes him aside. But with George it is 
just the reverse. Few successful leaders 
have been so feted and jubilated over as this 
man has been in the hour of his disappoint- 
ment. 

The defeated candidate seems to be under 
the impression that he has made au auspic- 
ious beginning. He boasts that he is prouder 
et bis defeat than he would have been of ten 
thonsand victories. 

Itis something of a nuisance to have all 
this parade made over a man who has been 
snowed under by several tons of freemen’s 
ballets, but the people can afford to bear 
with it patiently. If one defeat puts Me. 
in such a good humor, he may 
be expected to be positively hilarious after 
the next election, and, in fact, we can see no 
reason why he should not turn the remainder 
of his life into a running series of alternate 
broad grins and horse laughs.

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ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 


The Jewish Year. 

Subscriber, Seneca, S.C: Can you tell me 
something about the Jewish year? 

The year, as used by the Jews, scems to have 
been instituted about the time of the exodus, 
though a similar division of time was apparently 
known in the age of Noah. Though we cannot fix 
the characteristics of any single year from tho 
sacred record, we know the essential points of di- 
vision for years in general. There is no doubt that 
the year was solar, that is, it included the time of 
the sun’s apparent revolutionin the ecliptic. Had 
this not been so, the feast of the first fruits, when 
the offerings of harvest time were made, which was 
fixed by law at a certain time of the year, would in 
the lapse of a few years be thrown quite out of its 
proximity to the harvest season, But it is quite as 
certain that the months were Innar, each bezin- 
ning witha new moon. There must have, therefore, 
been some method of adjustment, and it is known 
that after the captivity the custom of inserting an 
intercalary or thirteenth month was followed. 
This extra month was inseited seven times in a 
a cycle of nineteen years, It is not known ex: 
acily how the Jews fixed the commencement of 
esch year, but probably they determined it by the 
rising or setting of some star which was known 
to mark the right time of the solar year. The 
time from one passover to another,therefore,varied. 
It usually included twelve lunar months of thir 
ty days each, but occasionally had thirteen months. 
The Jews, after the captivity, had two reckon- 
ings for their year—the sacred and the civil reck- 
oningr. By the sacred reckoning, which had been 
instituted at the exodus, the first month of the 
year was the month Abib, occurring avout the 
time of the vernal equirox. By the civil reckon- 
ing the first month was Tizri, the seventh of the 
sacred year, beginning at near the time of the 
autumnal equinox. 


Population Statistics. 

J.C. H., Ocala, Florida: Please give the cen- 
ter of population, 

The center of population is defined as “the point 
at which equilibrium would be reached, were the 
country taken asaplane surface, itself without 
weight, but capable of sustaining weight aud 
loaded with its inhabitants, in number and posi- 
tion as they are found at the period under consid- 
eration, each individual bring assumed to beof the 
Same gravity as every other, and consequently to 
exert pressure on the pivotal point direcily 
proportioned to his distance therefrom,’’ That 
is to say, :it is the center of gravity of the 
population of the country. In 1580 the center 
of population was placed at latitude 59 de- 
grees, Oi minutes, 0S seconds, longitude $84 
degrees, 39 minutes, 40 seconds, which is in 
Kentucky, eight miles south by west from 
the center of the city of Cincinnati, one mile from 
the south bank of the Obio river, and one mile ana 
a helf southeast from the village of Taylorsville. 
In 1790 this center was twenty-three miles east of 
Baltimore, M@. It has moved westward nearly on 
the line of the 39th parallel of latitude, 457 miles 
in ninety years. The method of ascertaining this 
center is thus outlined by the cexssus report, A 
point was first assumed asnearthe probable cen- 
ter, and through this point a parallel and a merid- 
lan were drawn, these lines being taken asthe 
axesofmoments. A north or south moment is the 
product of the population by its distance from the 
assumed parallel; an east or west moment is the

And still, with a tenacity that was worthy ofa 
higher appreciation, I watched that youth, He 
was thoroughly infatuated with the ignis fatuns 
that ever eludes the eager pursuer, He used every 
endeavor to keep in sight. Final’y, all ofa sud 
den, he was left alone in the darkness. He had 
exhausted himself, and his services were no more 
desirable.

THE STIRRING SCENES OF LORD 
MAYOR’S DAY.

The Socialists Take Possession of the Streets of 
Contrasting London's Poverty with 
Ite Weelth—Hesclutions in Favor of 
Bight Bours for a Day's Work,

Loxpow, November 9,— Lord Mayor's day 
opened gloomy and dark. There are few signs in 
the city to indicate that this is the day for the 
lord mayor’sshow. The display of bunting and 
the decoration of the buildings usually made on 
this occasion were almost generally omitted, and 
the authorities and populace seem imbued with a 
sense of oppression, This condition is due to aux- 
lety for the result of the threatened gathering of 


socialists today. 
THE-ROUCGHS EMERGE, 

At an early Iour shoals of roughs began to 
emerge from the slums, and make their way to 
wards the rections where the 8 
cilists arranged to assemble, Battal- 
ons of police proceeding in different 
points received hearty cheers from the people. The 
streets of the city and West End present a remark: 
able appearance. All the shutters of the shops are 
drawn and barricaded, and iron railings are quart: 
ed with stout timber. The banks and other bulld- 
ings are secured in a similar manner. These pro- 
cautions are not confined to the buildings on the 
route of the lord mayor’s procession, but ex- 
tend to streets far removed. The suburban police 
and reserves have been posted at prominent oe 
and a large military force and all the househol 
troops sre in readiness if their assistance is needed. 

At 11 o'clock a force of police occupied the north 
side of Trafalgar square. The shops in the vicin- 
ity are closed and the doors and windows of the 
jewelery establishments are heavily barred. Hun- 
dreds of students, armed with sticks, have ga‘nerc 
ed about the square. A crowd .«f loafers arrived 
and were allowed to proceed to the entrance of the 
equate. There they were met by a double line of 
police and turned into the Strand. The mounted 

lice cleared the roadway. The throng at Tra- 
fleet square is increasing to vast proportions. 
The police keep admirabie order. Sir Charles 
Warren, commissioner of the Metropolitan police, 
visited the square this morning and_ indicated the 
positions to which the police should’be assigned. 
A TRIFLING ENCOUNTER, 

A trifling encounter occurred in Trafalgar 
square at about noon. A mob about eight hun- 
dred strong and marching in a body, was halted 
by the police and separated. The police then 
cleared the square and pushed the crowd towards 
tie Thames embankment. There the mob halted, 
and hooted aad groaned at the officers. Three 
hundred medical students, marching five abreast 
and armed with heavy uindgeon, proceeded along 
the Strand to aid the police. iae WifeCuards were 
drawn up and formed a cordon across 
White chapel, shutting outthe East Eod soclalists 
The Life Guards, in passing through Victoria street 
were saluted with groans by asmali knotof rough, 
but a majority of the collected crowds watched 
their progress in silence. Two socialists called up- 
on Sir Charles Warren today and requested au an- 
swer to their letter of yomtentey, inquiring why the 
ar pear socialist demonstration had been prohi- 

ited. Sir Charles referred them fo his proclama- 
tion, which he said would give them the reasons. 

THE PROCESSION MOVES. 

The procession started at the usual hour, and 
proceeded over the assigned route without auvy- 
thing happening beyond the usual horse play inci- 
dentto the occasions The police dispersed the 
medical students,and refused to allow them to 
cccupy Trafalgar square. One thousand police- 
men were posted at the square. 
The Scots Gaards were mustered 
in St. George's barracks behind the Nations! gal. 
lery. The crowd about Trafalgar square at one 
o’cieck had giown collossal, the rough element 
predominating. Accessions were constantly 
arriving. ‘The police lined the streets converging 
on the square. They also surrounded the square 
and refused to permit anyoneto enter. Eftorts 
were made to keep the crowd moving as faras it 
was possible. When the procession passed Trafal- 
gar square it metwith no demonetration on the 
part of the crowds, except some unorganized 
cheering and hooting, the latter being especiall 
directed at the lord mayor. After the show ha 
gone by the mob at once surged overinto the 
square, and soon formed a dense throng about Nel- 
s0n monument. A numberof men mounted the 
pedestal at different points. Some of these waved 
red fisgs. Thesquare soon became a scene of ex- 
citement. 

THE SOCIALISTS SPEAK, 

The recognized socialist leaders managed here 
and thereto gatheraround them groupsof men 
ready and willing to listen to speeches, and al- 
though most of the harangues were inaudible at 
any distance from the orators, yet the expressions 
and phrases were often caught up by the 
mob and as pics of eated 
debate among the auditors themselves, In 
this way the vast crowd was soon divided up into 
pumberless excited groups, each stirred = by its 
own spokesmen and all independently noisy and 
and excited.

Afterful) discussion, it was decided 
that no additional legislation be applied 
for, and therefore there will be no issue of 
bonds. The town owas rea! estate that can 
be sold for $2,000, and the academy will be 
self-sustaining after this year, so that it was 
deemed unnecessary to issue bonds for the 
liquidation of a debt which can be paid 
without difficulty.

The population ofthe country was then grouped 
by .square degrees, that is, by areas included 
between consecutive parallels and meridians, 
as these are convenient units with which 
to work. The populationof one hundred of the 
principal cities was then deducted from that of 
their square degrees and treated separately. Then 
the position ofthe center of the population for 
each Fquare degree was estimated as nearly as pos- 
sible. The population of each square degree, and 
of each city north and south of the assumed par- 
aliel, was multiplied by its distance from that par- 
allel, andthe sum of the north and of the south 
moments made up. Their difference divided by 
tne total population of the country gave the necd- 
ed correction to the Jatitude,tne sign of the correc- 
tion being positive if north, negative if south. 
Similarly the east and west moments were made 
up, and from them the correction in longitude was 
made. Theresult gave the latitude and longitude 
of the point accepted as the center of populatiog, 
It makes no allowance for the spherical surface 
ofthe globe, and therefure can not bes rictly cor- 
rect, but is sufflicientiy accurate for all practical 
purposes,

A NEW BIT ABOUT NAPOLEON. 


His Attempt to Commit Satcide Described 
“by General Durand’s Widow. 
From Mme, Durand’s Memoirs, New Volume. 

At the period of the retreat from Moscow 
Napoleon had secured means to avoid falling alive 
into the hands of his enemies in case of accident. 
He bad procured from his surgeon, Yvan, a sachet, 
which he wore round his neck during the time 
tbat the danger lasted. Some said this was opium; 
others insisted that it was a preparation compoan- 
ded by the celebrated Capanis, and the same wiih 
which Condorcet, the deputy, had destroyed him 
self. Whatever it was, Napoleon had preserved 
this sachet in one of the secret drawers of a travel- 
ing dressing-case, which he always took on his 
campaigns. That night at Fontainebleau he be. 
thougbt him that the moment to have recourse to 
this terrible expedient had arrived. Oneof his 
valets, whose bed was placed behind his half 
opened door, had heard him rise, and seen him 
stir something into a coffee-cup, drink it and lie 
down again. 

In a short time violent pains iu the stomach and 
bowels forced from Napoleoh the admission that 
he was dying. Then the man took upon himself 
to send for those who were most intimate with the 
emperor. Yvan was not forgotten, and when he 
learned what had happened and heard Napoleon 
complain that the action of the poison was not 
eufficiently rapia, he lost his head and rushed away 
from Fontainebleau, After along swoon, followed 
by a profuce perspiration, the pains ceased and the 
alarming symptoms disappeared, either because 
the dose had been insufficient or because the poi- 
eon had lost its effect through time. 

It is said that Napoleon, astonished to find him- 
self still alive, reflected for a few moments, and 
then exclaimed: ‘‘God does not will it to be,” and 
yielding himself into the hauis of Providence,who 
had just saved his life, resigned himself to hi: new 
destinies,

the report of the especial committee appointed 

at the last congress to consider the question of 

federal prisons for offenders against federal 

statutes. Lev. F, H. Wines, of Chicago, read 
THE REPORT 

as follows: 


The National Prison association has from ft» or. 
eenivetion favored and urged upon the govern- 
ment of the United States, the creation and maia- 
tenance of a federal prison for offenders against 
federal laws. This recommendation rests upon 
the broad principle that it is the duty of every gov- 
ernment to enforce its own laws rather than to 
commit their enforcement into the hands of agents 
whom tt does not apponne and over whom tt cau 
have nocontro], which is done whenever pereous 
convicted by United States courts are sent to state. 
county or municipal prisons, In our jadement 
the government Ishould meet and discharge 
its own neapen entrees instead of evading them. 
The present practice entails burdens upon tae 
state governments which they ought not to be 
called to bear, inasmuch as under it, they have to 
prove cell-room not only for their own risoners, 

ut also for others who do not come within the 
sphere of their jurisdiction. No inspection of 
prisoners scattered ata great number of points 
widely separated from each other can give the 
fame guaranty of eflicient controland humane treat 
ment which is afforded when the government it- 
self appo! nts and discharges the officers into whose 
custody they are commiited. In addition to 
these considerations, we suggest that it is the duty 
of the general government to illustrate, by the 
treatment of prisouers in national prisons, the 
most approved methods of construction, organiza- 
tion and discipline, with a view to the reformation 
of convicts. The influence of such eXample would 
be felt by every prison in the land, and we, asa 
nation, would no longer occupy our present 
anomaious position as a nation without a prison, 
which farms out its convicts to the lowest idder, 
and, when invited to participate in an interna- 
tional prison congress, iscompelled to respond that 
a ape ~~ eor no business paste. For these aud 
ther reasons we approve of the principle of the 
bill introduced by Mr. James, of New York, in the 
house of representatives, and that it may

General C, H. Berry, of the Minnesota state 
board of charities, heartily supported the re- 
port.

Thereis no reason 
why a federal jai! should be oppressive to any 
citizen. He hoped the association would take

Brinkerhoff to Washington to lay this matier 
before congress in its proper light. | Applause.| 
General Brinkerhoff said he had studied this 
question for six years,and had acquired in 
formation on it which could not be had in 
Washington, There are about ],200 Unaitod 
States prisoners serving out sentences for felo- 
nies. ‘They are scattered throughout the cona- 
tyy in jai's in various states. These jails are 
relected by the department of 
justice usually on the ground 
of tno low rates they charge for keeping pris- 
oners, . 

General Biinkerhoff presented facts showing 
that federal prisoners are often subjected to 
bardships under the present plan. The gey- 
ernment knows almost nothing of the soadi- 
tion of its own prisoners under the system now 
in, vogue. The government often lets out its 
prisoners to state prisons, where they are made 
to work for their board under contracts made 
by the state prisons. 

Mr. Charles E. Felton, of the Chicago house 
of correction, said such a resolution was rather 
out of the line of precedent in this association. 
He thought no hasty action should be taken on 
a question of such grave import. He opposed 
the establishmen of one or two federal pris- 
ons. If the government builds ut al! it should 
build a prison in every state, so that the pris- 
oner should not be forced away from a con- 
genial climate or from all home association 
and the power of refurmation which lies in 
such association. 

Hon. Francis Wayland, of Connecticut, said 
he thought the report was not guaranteed by 
precedent, and was wroogon general princi- 

les, 
' Mr. Joseph Nicholson, of Detroit, said he 
thought the resolution should go one step fur- 
ther. If passed atall the resolution should 
also deciare in favor of graded prisons, 

Governor Bullock, of Georgia, said: 


Mr. Presideat, I have not heard the report read, - 


but if the scope of the report is in the direction of 
recommending the United States to provide for its 
own prisoners; lam infavor of its adoption, It was

Brinkerrofl say that the government of the United 
States tenas its prisoners to such state prisons as 
wiil accept them without pay and use the labor of 
such prisoners a8 compensation for their keeping. 
If this is so, tbe general government is as naughty 
in its treatment of its prisoners as Georgia 
is said 10 have been. I agree 
fully with the statement made by 
Rey. Dr Haygood,in his most excellent adress 
ou Sunday, that a government has no right to 
make merchandise of its prisoners.

THE PAROLE SYSTER. 

Rev. F. H. Wines of Chicago, read a paper 
on “Conditional Liberation, or the Paroling of 
Prisoners.” 

This wasacomplete review of the parole 
syctem from its initiation and a very strong 
appeal for its adoption by our prisons gen- 
erally. The subject was ably presented and 
the essay containcd much valuable informa- 
tion. A fnll synopsis of it would be given if 
the preceedings of the congress were not s0 
copious, The essay is regarded as one of the 
most valuable contributions to the literature 
of this cor gress. 

THE PRISON SYSTEM OF THESOUTHERN STATES, 

Dr. P. D. Sims, of Chattanooga, said he did 
not pretend to be an expert in prison manage- 
ment. He was merely a gleaner in this field, 
hoping to gather a few sheaves of seed for use 
in the fallow ground of his own state. 
some genoral remarks on the philosopby of 
crime and its punishment the doctor came 
paper pried to prison methods in the south. 

e said the southern states had drifted into a 
system peculiar to themsoves. For this system 
as it exists among us there are many excuse, 
but there can be no justifications, Atthe close 
of the war the south was desolated and impov- 
erished, It found on its bands a great mass of 
new Citizens urprepared for their responsibili- 
ties. The prison machinery in the sonth had 
been largely destroyed in the course of the 
war, The condition ofthe south was well 
nigh desperate. There was an irresistible 
demand that the burden of the sup 
“ae of the criminal should be taken 
rom the shoulders of the 
tax payer. Thencame the lease system by 
which the criminal was made to carn his own 
support. The lessee buys from the state the 
discipline of the prison soleiv for purposes of 
gain. Both parties consider the transaction 
merely in a monetary sense without regard to 
the reformatory element. Inthe leasing of 
prisoners never on either side are there con: 
siderations of a philanthropic character. Pe- 
cuniary gain isthe sole motive on both siles. 
This 1s true though there be many good men 
engaged in this business. Itis the system 
thatis wrong. Thestate has parted with a 
euiy and a rcsponsibility for gold, 

A comparison was instituted between leas- 
ing and non leasing penitentiaries. Statistics 
were presented from thirty-nine state prisons, 
twenty eight non-leasirg and eleven leasing. 
These figures show that in the non-leasing 
prirons the yearly mortality was 15 to the 
1,000, while in the leasing prisons it was 64 to 
the 1,000, The ratio of escapes was 5 to tho 
1000 in non-leasing prisons, and 51 to the 
1,600 im leasing system. In Mississippi, one- 
fifth of the leased convicts either die or escape 
every year. Thespeaker said he blushed to 
gay that matters are nearly as bad in Tennes- 
sec. For 1883 and 1884 there were annually 
77 deaths to the 1,000 convicts in that state, 
and 35 escapes to the 1,000. 

A gr portrayal was given of the effect 
6. this system on society, and of ite degrading 
effects on the prisoner, 

Tennessee leases her convicts for about one 
hundred and one thousand doliars a year, 
more than any other state gets from sncha 
system. It costs the state over two hundred 
thousand dollars to punish crimes and catch 
escaped convicts. And yet it is claimed that 
this system saves money to the tax payers, 
and many ignorant voters are induced to be- 
lieve it. 

The politicians play with this great juestion. 
On one side they decry the system because it 
brings convict labor into competition with 
free labor. On the other side they argue that 
the system is an act of justice to the overbar- 
dened tax payer. All other considerations 
are thrown aside and neglected. 
It is easier to expose the evils 
of this system than to correct them. But this 
much should be agreed on. This whole ques- 
tion must be taken out of politics, [Applause. | 
It must be divested of all idea of pecuniary 
gain to thestate. {Applause.] Prison keepers 
must no longer be politicians. [Applause. | 
This reform should begin at the county jail. 
The administration of prison affairs should 
not be permitted to be among the spoils to be 
distributed in 1eturn for political favors ex- 
pected or received. [Applause.}] It was the 
honor of America to establish the first peni- 
tentiary. We can now learn much from the 
prison systems of Englaud. ‘lo manage a 
prison properly requires as muca skill and 
training as itdoes to command and direct 4 
ship of war. Under the lease sysiem 
every o fticer from the chief of 
the state penitentiary down to the 
meanest guard is a politician. [Applaus>.] 
They all constitute ove panoplied guard of 
political clacquers. [App!ause-}] By the time 
most of them learn the meaning of the word 
penitentiary they are rotated out of office by 
the same beautiful political system to which 
they owed their appointment, The address 
concluded With an appeal to the people of the 
south tochange this system. [Continued ap- 
plause]. ,

Pardoned because he had already 
been confined five months before trial and bis 
bealth had been soimpaired in jail as to ronder 
him upsbie to labor. 

John Keogh, convicted oi vagrancy in Sam- 
ter county, pardoned because he isa citizen of 
Wilkes county with sufficient property to sup- 
port himself, and being of unsound mind, had 
wandered off in Sumter couuty and been con- 
victed before his whereabouts were ascer 
by bis friends. These facts were unknown to 
the judge upon his trial. 

Thomas Lyman, convicted in 1871 in Cobb 
county of assault with intent tomurder. Evi- 
dence showed that while technically guilty, 
there was no express malice, and the injury to 
the party assaulted was very slight. He had 
been imprisoned five years and party assaulted, 
with many others, had joined im petition for 
his pardon. 

R. F. Whidden, convicted of larceny. Disa- 
bilities removed because of youth and subse- 
quent good conduct. 

Mary Puckett, convicted of arson in Walton 
county in 1576. Pardoned because she had 
served at bard labor for ten years. The house 
borned had been a log cabin in which were all 
her personal effects. The evidence was en- 
tirely circumstantial, and penitentiary keepors 
had joined in request for her pardon.

Mr. Cc. M. Candler Introduces a Rill Con- 


etrning Dissecting Subjects. 

The public will remember the sensation created 
@ yearorso ago bythe arrest of grave robbers in 
Decatur. Yesterday Mr. C, M. Candler, of Decatur, 
introduced in the legislature a bill providing for 
supplying stiffs to medical colleges in a legitimate 
way and without a resort to desecration of graves. 
The bill makes body-snatching a felony and aleo 
makes it a felony to sell orbuy or thip dead bodies. 
The bill gives the doctors the. bodies of such per- 
cons as would have to be buried at public expense, 
but the colleges are required to embalm each body 
and to keep it for ninety days to be delivered toany 
relative or friend if called for. Mr. Candler says 
that the city cemeteries are well cuarded, while 
the country cemeteries are not, so that 
country graveyards and private bury- 
ing grounds are invaded to supply the 
demands of the collegesin this state, and also 
those in Cincinnati, Louisville and other large 
cities. Mr. Candiersaid yesterday, in conversa- 
tion with a CONSTITUTION reporter : 

‘The medical colleges of the state must have 
subjects for teaching anatomy. Under the present 
law they have tosteal them, and if caught they 

y @ mall fine and continue in the business. For 
he proper, legal and equitable distribution of 
such bedies, an anatomical board is created, to be 
composed of the deansand professors of auatomy 
in the medical colleges of the state. 

“The billis comewhat similar to the Pennsyl- 
vanuia state law, which has been fonnd to work 
well. It has been submitted to some of the ablest 
medical talent in the state, and they say the medi- 
cal fraternity will be satisfied withit. There can 
be no doubt that the bill will accomplish two 
good resulis—the prevention of body snatching 
and the om, and buying and exporta- 
tion of dea bodies, The bi is 
guardedly Carefully drawn. It  pro- 
vides that neither the state, county nor city off. 
Cials shall be at any expense but that all the ex- 
pense of administering the law must be borue by. 
the colleges: and they must also enter into bond 
to keep the conditions of the law.”’
